showed that Hickman cut up little 
Marion Parker while she was yet alive, 
but probable entirely unconscious.

and

alm ost I 
praying for some respite from the I 
awful tale, young Hickman betrayed 
not the slightest emotion. To him and 
probably to him alone of all those in 
the room, there was apparently noth­ 
ing nauseating about the matter.

Lucas, the man who guarded Hickman 
on his return from Oregon, was called 
as the first personal witness of the j 
case soon after the noon recess, when 
reading of defense depositions was 
concluded.
